Edmontonians gather for MS fundraiser

A cure for multiple sclero¬ 
sis has yet to be found but 
that didn't stop around 
2,500 people from doing 
their part for the cause. 

The Edmonton Enerflex 
MS Walk was held yester¬ 
day at Churchill Square 
and the warm weather, 
combined with compas¬ 
sionate Edmontonians 
meant downtown streets 
were filled with fundrais¬ 
ers. 

“Multiple sclerosis is a 
degenerative disease. We 
don’t know the cause and 
we don’t have a cure yet,” 
said event manager Kathy 


Mendes. “We need to find a 
cure so that’s our purpose 
here today.” 

As of yesterday morning, 
the event had raised close 
to $370,000 with more 
trickling in all day long. 
Mendes said the goal is to 
raise $900,000 and 
fundraisers and donators 
have until the beginning of 
June to reach that mark. 

Mendes said there were 
fewer participants than 


last year but the numbers 
kept climbing, along with 
the thermostat. 

“It’s a beautiful day today 
and I’m very excited and 
happy to be here at 
Churchill Square,” she said. 
“We saw a huge jump in 
walkers this week because 
of the weather so I think 
we’re going to be on par 
with last year, if not bet¬ 
ter.” 

Pam Dewhirst and the 


other 12 members of her 
team were out doing their 
part yesterday. They were 
walking for a friend of 
theirs who suffers from 
MS. 

“We’re supporting Mel,” 
she said. 

“Mel is a friend of ours, 
she’s in the militaiy and 
she has MS.” 

Mel was back home in 
Quebec with the support of 
her family but Dewhirst 
and her team were getting 
ready to walk their way to 
a cure. 

“We raised just over 
$2,000,” she said. “We’re 
veiy proud to be here to¬ 
day.” 

Chances are, Mel would 
be proud too. 


abortion Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s much- 
vaunted maternal health 
initiative that was meant 
to galvanize next month’s 
G8 summit is now causing 
some queasiness — among 
Canadians and 
internationally. 

A new poll suggests that 
a majority of Canadians 
opposes the prime minis¬ 
ter’s refusal to fund safer 
abortions in developing 
countries, even as interna¬ 
tional concern grows 
about the state of his G8 
maternal health initiative. 

The Canadian Press-Har- 
ris Decima poll found that 
58 per cent of respondents 
oppose Harper’s exclusion 
of abortion funding in his 
drive to improve maternal 
and child health in poor 
countries. 

That’s up from about 46 
per cent in March, when a 
similar question about aid 
for abortion access was 
asked. The increase 
suggests people are taking 
their time to think 
through the complex pros 
and cons before making 
up their minds, said 
Megan Tam, vice-president 
at Harris-Decima. 

“It appears that the gen¬ 
eral sentiment of most 
Canadians is to have a ma¬ 
ternal health policy that 
includes funding for abor¬ 
tion,” she said. 

The poll of 1,000 people 
was conducted by 
telephone between May 6 
and May 9. It has a margin 
of error of 3.1 per cent, 19 
times out of 20. The survey 
found that opposition to 
the government’s stand 
was about the same for 
both men and women.

Drive keeps food bank afloat 

Donors pack 2,700 kg of food onto Edmonton Queen

While the Edmonton 
Queen may not have sunk, 
the amount of food 
collected should feed a 
boatload of families for 
the next few months. 

As far as Debbie Theuss 
is concerned, that makes 
the Edmonton Food Bank’s 
Sink the Ship “foodraiser” 
a titanic success. 

“Right now we’re proba¬ 
bly over 2,700 kilograms 
so we’re really excited. We 
did really well,” said the 
food bank’s fund develop¬ 
ment assistant. 

“Right now most of the 
stuff we got around the 
Christmas season is al¬ 
ready gone and our next 
food drive isn’t until the 
Heritage Festival. There’s a 
bit of a lag for us right now 
so this is really welcome.” 

Last year the food bank 
only held the Sink the 
Ship event for one day. 
This year they started on 
Friday with a school chal¬ 
lenge and kept the ship 
open for donations 
throughout the weekend.

“This year we expanded 
it to all three days so what¬ 
ever comes in we’re 
thrilled with,” Theuss said. 
“We had a wonderful time 
down here. It went really 
well and it’s such a beauti¬ 
ful setting.” 

Theuss couldn’t say ex¬ 
actly how many families 
will get food from the 
nearly 3,000 kilograms of 
grub donated but she did 
say quite a few would ben¬ 
efit. 

The event was such a 
success this year that the 
Edmonton Food Bank is al¬ 
ready planning next year’s 
event with the Edmonton 
Queen. 

“It helps us out, it helps 
the people in our commu¬ 
nity that need it and it’s re¬ 
ally welcome,” she said.

health Space school isn’t 
exactly the place a medical 
student will head to kick- 
start their career. 

But for fourth-year med¬ 
ical student Michael Gal¬ 
lagher, space school was 
his answer. 

The 26-year-old was the 
only one of three Canadian 
medical students to be se¬ 
lected for the aerospace 
medicine clerkship at the 
Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida. 

The program he took, 
which was offered by 
NASA and funded by the 


Canadian Space Agency, 
was quite the honour since 
it only takes a maximum 
of four students just twice 
a year. 

“It felt absolutely ex¬ 
traordinary,” Gallagher 
said. 

“I felt like just a school 
kid again — it was really 
hard to contain myself.” 

He returned home about 
two weeks ago, and said 


what he has learned will 
really be an asset in his ca¬ 
reer of medicine. 

Besides being part of the 
medical team for a shut¬ 
tle’s launch and landing, 
he learned about the hu¬ 
man body’s reactions and 
treatments while in space, 
which he will hope to later 
use in his career in medi¬ 
cine. 

“The human body does¬ 


n’t stay in one spot or go in 
one place. People go in all 
sorts of unusual environ¬ 
ments and the body does a 
lot of unusual things in 
those environments,” Gal¬ 
lagher said. 

“So in terms of being 
part of this program, it’s 
very much opened my eyes 
to how the human body 
behaves.” 

Gallagher is currently 
preparing for his residency 
for rural family medicine 
in Medicine Hat. 

Although he admits the 
transition from space 
school to rural Alberta will 
be different, he is eager to 
continue his learning in 
yet another environment. 


Opal residents evacuated 
as winds spread brush fire 


blaze Residents of a rural 
area north of Edmonton 
have been told they’ll have 
to leave their homes as 
gusty winds cause a brush 
fire to spread. 

Radio broadcasts were in¬ 
terrupted by the province’s 
emergency broadcast sys¬ 
tem just after 4:30 p.m., 
warning residents of a rural 
area near Opal that they’d 
have to leave the area im¬ 
mediately. 

Brydon Ward, a 
spokesman with Alberta 
Sustainable Resource De¬ 
velopment, says gusty 
winds have caused flames 
to spread. 

He says fire crews were 


pulled off the northwest 
corner of the blaze after 
gusty winds caused flames 
to jump over a fire guard 
and start to burn an area 
bordering on Westlock 
County and the County of 
Thorhild. 

Ward says the safety of 
more than 200 firefighters 
is paramount, so they de¬ 
cided to pull crews from 
that area until the winds 
die down. The provincial 
official says they haven’t 
been able to estimate the 
latest size of the fire be¬ 
cause the smoke is too 
thick to allow them to map 
it from the air.

Cellphone-brain cancer 
link inconclusive: Study 


Cellphone users worried 
about getting brain cancer 
aren't off the hook yet. 

A major international 
study into the link between 
cellphone use and two 
types of brain cancer has 
proved inconclusive, ac¬ 
cording to a report due to 
be published in a medical 
journal tomorrow. 

A 10-year survey of al¬ 
most 13,000 participants 
found most cellphone use 
didn’t increase the risk of 
developing meningioma — 
a common and frequently 
benign tumour — or 
glioma — a rarer but dead¬ 
lier form of cancer. 

There were “suggestions” 
that using cellphones for 
more than 30 minutes each 
day could increase the risk 
of glioma, according to the 
study by the World Health 
Organization’s Internation¬ 
al Agency for Research on 
Cancer. But the authors

• The authors of the study 
said further investigation is 
necessary before they can 
conclude with certainty that 
there is no link between cell- 

added that “biases and er¬ 
ror prevent a causal inter¬ 
pretation” that would di¬ 
rectly blame radiation for 
the tumour. 

Longer call times ap¬ 
peared to pose a greater 
risk than the number of 
calls made, the study found. 

Among the factors that 
weren’t examined were the 
effects of using handsfree 
devices during calls or the 
risk of having cellphones 
close by while not making 
calls — such as in a pocket, 
or next to the bed at night. 

The authors acknowl¬ 
edged possible inaccuracies 
in the survey from the fact 


phone radiation and brain 
cancer, partly because 
people's use of the devices has 
changed considerably since 
the start of the study in 2000. 

that participants were 
asked to remember how 
much and on which ear 
they used their mobiles 
over the past decade. Re¬ 
sults for some groups 
showed cellphone use actu¬ 
ally appeared to lessen the 
risk of developing cancers, 
something the researchers 
described as “implausible.” 

The paper, which will be 
published in the Interna¬ 
tional Journal of Epidemiol¬ 
ogy, was compiled by re¬ 
searchers in 13 countries in¬ 
cluding Canada, Britain, 
France, Germany and 
Japan, but not the U.S.

like the rest of us — unsur¬ 
prisingly became rather ir¬ 
ritated. 

In order to fix that prob¬ 
lem, the city actually need¬ 
ed to send someone out to 
fiddle with the box of 
gears, switches, and motors 
that they’ve left in charge 
of an intersection that han¬ 


dles around 100,000 people 
every day. 

Apparently, the several 
hundred million dollars 
didn’t include upgrading 
this glorified egg timer — 
unfortunate, since even a 
computer can figure out 
that the skipped east/west 
greens should come up as 
soon as possible after trains 
clear the intersection. 

The results of this silly 
mistake are a distraction 
from the benefits of LRT 
and ammunition for a vocal 
minority that believes “ur¬ 
ban LRT” is a synonym for 
“streetcar” and talcing lanes 
from Stony Plain Road 
means imminent disaster. 

Public consultation just 
started for the west to 
southeast line. We can’t let 
a mistimed signal help stall 
out the only real LRT mo¬ 
mentum we’ve seen in 
years.

Canadians want Jean to remain GG: Poll 


Canadians still like having 
Michaelle Jean as their de- 
facto head of state, a new 
poll suggests. 

With Stephen Harper 
preparing to replace the 
Haiti-born, fluently bilin¬ 
gual Jean as Governor Gen¬ 
eral, almost half of Canadi¬ 
ans asked say they would 
prefer it if the prime min¬ 
ister reappointed her to 
another five-year term. 

The latest opinion sam¬ 
pling from Harris Decima 
for The Canadian Press 
finds that 58 per cent of re¬ 
spondents believe Jean has 
done either an excellent or 
good job as Governor Gen¬ 
eral. Only five per cent 
think she has performed 
poorly. 

Similarly, 47 per cent be¬ 
lieve Harper should ap¬ 
point her to another term, 
as opposed to 36 per cent 
who believe he should find 
someone new. 

The results have not 


changed much from the 
last time Harris Decima 
asked the question in 
April, indicating that opin¬ 
ions about Jean are fairly 
entrenched.

Pesticides in foods may 
contribute to ADD: Study 


A new analysis of U.S. 
health data links chil¬ 
dren’s attention-deficit dis¬ 
order with exposure to 
common pesticides used 
on fruits and vegetables. 

While the study couldn’t 
prove that pesticides used 
in agriculture contribute 
to childhood learning 
problems, experts said the 
research is persuasive. 

“I would take it quite se¬ 
riously,” said Virginia Rauh 
of Columbia University, 
who has studied prenatal 
exposure to pesticides and 
wasn’t involved in the new 
study. More research will 
be needed to confirm the 
tie, she said. 

Children may be espe¬ 
cially prone to the health 
risks of pesticides because 


they’re still growing and 
they may consume more 
pesticide residue than 
adults relative to their 
body weight. 

In the body, pesticides 
break down into com¬ 
pounds that can be meas¬ 
ured in urine. Almost uni¬ 
versally, the study found 
detectable levels: The com¬ 
pounds turned up in the 
urine of 94 per cent of the 
children. 

The kids with higher lev¬ 
els had increased chances 
of having ADHD, attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disor¬ 
der, a common problem 
that causes students to 
have trouble in school. The 
findings were published 
today in Pediatrics.

More people believe print over web: Survey 


Despite the growing 
popularity of online 
information, newspapers 
in their traditional 
printed form are 
among the most 
trusted sources of 
information, says a 
leading pollster. 

Citing the results of a 
three-country survey of 
consumers in Canada, the 
U.S., and the U.K., Angus 
Reid said print newspa¬ 
pers are highly trusted 
even among young adults, 
aged 18 to 34. 

“Print newspapers have 
a very large trust level,” 
Reid told a national con¬ 
ference of the Canadian 
Newspaper Association in 
Toronto on Friday. 

Looking only at results 
for the U.S. and Canada, 
44 per cent of young 
adults trust print media, 


Family first, blogs last 


• Among consumers of all 
ages surveyed, family and 
friends were the most trusted 
source of information, at 78 
per cent and 68 per cent 
respectively, followed by radio 
at 45 per cent, print newspa¬ 
pers at 41 per cent, online 


news sites at 39 per cent, tele¬ 
vision at 31 per cent, print 
magazines at 28 per cent and 
finally online social networks 
and blogs, at 13 per cent and 
eight per cent respectively. The 
data is based on a survey of 
2,018 people in March.

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Inuit object to planned 'test' oil spill 


environment Inuit leaders 
are concerned over federal 
plans to dump crude oil in¬ 
to northern waters next to 
a proposed marine conser¬ 
vation area so scientists 
can test new ways of clean¬ 
ing up Arctic oil spills. 

“We don’t want this 
project,” said John Am- 
agoalilc, manager of lands 
for the Qikiqtani Inuit As¬ 
sociation.

The Department of Fish¬

The tests would involve 
using a Coast Guard vessel 


to release 12 oil spills, 
each up to 100 litres.

Electricity bills are rising. 
Power use is an eternal is¬ 
sue. Maybe you’re curious 
about solar power, but 
think converting your 
house is too big — and 
too expensive — a job. 

Not so, says Michael 
Boxwell, author of The So¬ 
lar Electricity Handbook. 

“The best way is to start 
small, and build up,” 
Boxwell says. 

“Eve got a house that 
gets very little direct sun¬ 
light. So putting a solar 
panel system in, that costs 
tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars, would be crazy. But 
putting in enough solar 
power just to run the light¬ 
ing in the house: that’s 
easy. Get started with 
something like that. And 
if you like it, you can put 
more panels in and power 
more things.” 

The actual cost can be 
surprisingly low. 

“I spent about $150- 
$200, and I’ve got a basic 
system. I’m doing a little 
bit to reduce my carbon 
footprint, and in case 
there’s a power failure, 
I’ve still got lights on.” 

Not only will every solar 
panel reduce your energy 
bill and footprint, Boxwell 
says the very act of gener¬ 
ating your own power 
greatly increases your 
green awareness, as well. 

“When you generate 
your own power, your 
much more aware of what 
you’re using. You become 
aware that your television 
and your computer are 
talcing power if they are 
left on. You start becom¬ 


ing a lot more energy-con¬ 
scious if you’ve got a cou¬ 
ple of solar panels on the 
roof.” 

And if you want to go en¬ 
tirely solar — get your 
house off the electrical 
grid completely — it’s not 
as difficult as you think. 

“It’s not a big job,” 
Boxwell says, reassuringly. 
“If you’re comfortable 
with do-it-yourself and 
electrics, you could proba¬ 
bly do it in two or three 
days. But you do need a 
house where you’ve got a 
clear view of the sun year- 
round. You need a south¬ 
facing roof or other sur¬ 
face where you can put a 


large number of panels.” 

Perhaps the best news? 
The price of solar technol¬ 
ogy is plummeting. 

“The glass they use for 
the solar panels is the 
same glass they use for 
flat-screen TVs. Because 
those have become wide¬ 
spread in the past few 
years, the cost of actually 
manufacturing this glass 
comes right down. 
They’re even now able to 
make solar panels by print¬ 
ing silicon onto sheets of 
plastic. It’s going to be so 
cheap you’ll have solar 
panels on the back of cell 
phones, so they self¬ 
charge.”

Songbird decline a wake-up call: Biologist 


A rapid decline in the 
number of songbirds 
across North America 
should serve as a wake-up 
call about what is being 


done to the environment, 
a Canadian biologist 
warned Friday. 

Bridget Stutchbuiy, a pro¬ 
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fessor at Toronto’s York 
University, said a growing 
number of bird species will 
be at risk unless immediate 
action is taken to protect 
large natural areas that 
serve as breeding 
grounds. 

“The facts can be 
shocking, and so shock¬ 
ing they are almost hard 
to believe,” Stutchbuiy 
said in Fredericton. 

“When you talk about 
biodiversity loss, very real¬ 
istic forecasts are that in 
the next 100

years we are going to lose 
10 to 15 per cent of the 
world’s birds in terms of 
species.” 


Stutchbury said the de¬ 
cline is the result of a loss 
of habitat due to clear-cut¬ 
ting and urban sprawl, not 
climate change. She said 
Canada’s boreal forest 
serves as a bird nurseiy for 
the continent and must be 
protected to, in turn, pro¬ 
tect birds. 

“Unless some¬ 
thing 


radical is done in terms of 
setting aside protected ar¬ 
eas for wildlife and plants, 
it’s all going to unravel be¬ 
cause there are dozens of 
species on a straight-line 
trajectory to zero,” she said.

For Edmonton social 
worker Terri Cooper, it’s a 
powerful but simple tech¬ 
nique that helps people 
change things in their lives. 

Cooper, now 43, was al¬ 
ways a natural at coun¬ 
selling others. “I was one of 
those teenagers that every¬ 
one brought their problems 
to.” She studied social work 
at the Edmonton campus of 
the University of Alberta. 

For more than a decade, 
she worked with families in 
crisis. It was difficult work, 
especially since few wanted 
her advice. “It’s hard to 
work with people who 
don’t really want to see 
you.” 

Cooper wanted to help 
people in a more empower¬ 
ing way. While she was flip¬ 
ping through the want ads 
six years ago, she saw an ad¬ 
vertisement for a two-day 
course on hypnosis. 

The basics she learned 
showed her the technique 
had a lot of potential — and 
made her realize she need¬ 
ed to learn more. So Cooper 
began talcing more courses 
in hypnosis and a psy¬ 
chotherapy technique 
called neuro-linguistic pro¬ 
gramming. 

Cooper then quit her job 
and opened a private prac-

tice, offering hypnotherapy 
and social work coun¬ 
selling. 

Most clients come to her 
with a short-term goal of 
changing a behaviour like 
quitting smoking, improv¬ 
ing body image or increas¬ 
ing their confidence. 

Cooper begins with an as¬ 
sessment to find out her 
client’s goals and to make 
sure they don’t need more 
intensive therapy for a seri¬ 
ous mental health issue. 

At the first session, Coop¬ 
er tries to get her patients 
to talk about what they 
want. She gives then home¬ 
work, asking them to put 
these plans into writing. 

Session two involves actu¬ 
al hypnosis. To induce the 
relaxed but aware state, she 
varies her technique, de¬ 
pending the person. Some 
don’t like to close their 
eyes, so she uses what’s 
called a waking hypnosis. 
Many find fixed eye induc¬ 
tion works best: They stare 
at something for a long 
time, listen to Cooper’s 
voice, and count back¬ 
wards. Once hypnotized, 
Cooper incorporates the 
words her client has given 
her to suggest a change in 
behaviour. She often makes 
CDs of her suggestions so 
clients can use it later at 
home. She also sells hypno¬ 
sis MP3s on her website.

Gulf city saying no to Sex sequel 


Carrie & co. 
may be too 
racy for 
Emirates 


Troubled relationships are 
nothing new for Sex and 
the City story lines. But 
this one takes it to a 
different level: a possible 
snub from the Gulf city 
that plays the exotic back¬ 
drop for the movie sequel. 

Less than two weeks be¬ 
fore the release of Sex and 
the City 2, it’s unclear 
whether the film will be 
shown in oil-rich Abu 
Dhabi — the scripted set¬ 
ting where Carrie and her 
chic New York posse swap 
their Jimmy Choos for san¬ 


dals and kick some sand at 
Middle Eastern traditions. 

It’s already been a rocky 
rapport. Emirates’ officials 
turned down a request to 
film on location, forcing 
the crew to head to Moroc¬ 
co and recreate the Abu 
Dhabi setting. In 2008, the 
original Sex and the City 
film was not shown in the 
United Arab Emirates, 
where censors routinely re¬ 
move scenes such as kiss¬ 
ing, nudity and expletives 
from movies and television 
shows. 

And Shooting Stars, the 
UAE representatives for dis¬ 
tributor Warner Bros., said 
Emirates officials have still 
not made a decision about 
bringing the film to cine¬ 
mas in the Gulf state after 
its May 27 release date.

Or 
perhaps pondered why the 
set list, which ran the 
gamut from Top 40 s R&B 
to musical theatre to rock 
anthems, seemed so wildly 
disjointed.

But while the cast is hap¬ 
py to give the show’s rabid 
fans, who call themselves 
Gleelcs, what they want, it 
also served up reminders 
that actors are behind the 
characters.

It’s a confusion revisited 
throughout, as the cast 
slips in and out of charac¬ 
ter. Heather Morris offers a 
few hilarious observations 
as ditsy cheerleader Brit¬ 
tany, but they’re in sharp 
contrast to her expert 
dance moves. 

Those impressed by the 
power in Amber Riley’s 
voice also would be sur¬ 
prised that she sounds 
much softer, much sweet¬ 
er in person. Her live per¬ 
formance of Christina 
Aguilera’s Beautiful lacked 
the strength of her record¬ 
ed cover, though it eventu¬ 
ally showed up in the em¬ 
powering Bust Your Win¬ 
dows.

Speedy Two-bean 
Chili 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp olive oil 

1 large onion, halved and 

sliced 

1 fresh red chili, seeded 
and chopped 
398 ml can no-salt-added 
chopped tomatoes 

1 tbsp chili sauce 

2 tbsp low-sodium tomato 
ketchup 

2 cups low-sodium chick¬ 
en or vegetable broth 
1 tbsp chopped parsley 
1 tbsp chopped fresh 
oregano 

398 ml can red kidney 
beans, drained and rinsed 
398 ml can cannellini 
beans, drained and rinsed 

1 cup frozen corn, thawed 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1/2 cup light sour cream 

2 tbsp snipped fresh 
chives 

Fresh oregano leaves (gar¬ 
nish) 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large skillet. 
Add onion and chili, and 
cook over medium heat, 


stirring occasionally, until 
onion is lightly browned, 

5 minutes. 

2. Stir in tomatoes with 
their juice, chili sauce, 
ketchup, broth, parsley 
and oregano, with season¬ 
ing to taste. Bring to boil, 
then reduce heat and sim¬ 
mer for 10 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. 

3. Add kidney and 
cannellini beans and corn. 
Simmer for 10 minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, mix sour 
cream with snipped 
chives. Taste chili for sea¬ 
soning and adjust if neces¬ 
sary. Serve chili sprinkled 
with oregano leaves and 
offer sour-cream mixture 
separately.
